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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's communication filed on 06/14/2005 has been carefully considered by the 
examiner. In view of the IDS submitted along with the amendment, a new rejection is set forth 
below. This action is not made final. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . It is reminded that the information disclosure statement filed February 03, 2005 fails to 
comply with 37 CFR 1.98(a¥n because no PTO-1449 has been submitted . The information 
disclosure statement has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to . 
therein has not been considered. The Applicant must submit a PTO-1449 in order to be 
considered by the Examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1, 3-8 and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Krenz et al (USP 5,532,708) in view of Joy et al (US 2004/0140941 of record). 

With respect to claim 1, Krenz discloses, in Figs. 1-2, a dipole antenna comprising a first 
conductive element (24+32) superimposed a portion of and separated from a second conductive 
element (13+14+17+18+19) by a first dielectric layer (col. 4, lines 42-45), a first conductive via 
(22) connects the first and second conductive elements through the first dielectric layer wherein 
the first element (24+32) is a L-shaped and the second conductive element (13+14+17+18+19) is 
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generally U-shaped. However, Krenz does not suggest the second conductive element including 
a plurality of spaced conductive strips extending transverse from adjacent ends of the legs of the 
U-shape. Joy discloses, in Fig. 1, a conductive element (1 10+120) including a plurality of spaced 
conductive strips (1 lOA, HOB, 120 A, 120B) extending transverse from adjacent ends of legs of 
an U-shape and each strip being dimensioned for a different Xo (paragraph [0012]). It would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to provide Chen's U-shape radiating 
element with spaced conductive strips as taught by Joy. Doing so would provide the antenna 
with a capability of operating in multi frequencies. 

With respect to claim 3, 6 and 8, Krenz discloses one of the legs (32) of the L-shaped 
being superimposed one of the legs (17) of the U-shape (Fig. 2), the first and second conductive 
elements being each planar, and the antenna being omni-directional and a gain exceeding 4 dB 
(paragraph [0020]). 

With respect to claims 4-5, Krenz discloses, in Fig. 2, the first conductive via (22) 
connecting the other leg (24) of the L-shape to the other leg (18) of the U-shape, and the first 
conductive via connecting an end of one (24) of the legs of the L-shape to one (18) of the legs of 
the U-shiape. 

With respect to claim 17, Krenz discloses first dielectric layer being a substrate (col. 4, 
lines 42-45), and the first and second conductive elements being printed elements on the 
substrate. 

With respect to claims 7 and 18, Joy further discloses, in Fig. 1, each strip (1 lOA, 1 lOB, 
120 A, 120B) has a width less than 0.05 Xo (Fig. 1) and a length of less than 0.5 Xo (paragraph 
[0012]), and the plurality of strips being parallel to each other.

With respect to claim 19, Krenz discloses, in Fig. 2, one of leg (32) of the L-shaped 
element is superimposed on one leg (17) of the U-shaped element and a portion of another leg 
(24) of the L-shaped element being superimposed on another leg (18) of the U-shaped element 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 9-16 are presently allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The cited art of record fails to teach the dipole antenna comprising a ground plane 

conductor superimposed and separated from the second conductive element by a second 
dielectric layer, a third conductive element superimposed and separated from the strips of the 
second conductive element by the first dielectric layer; and a second conductive via connecting 
the third conductive element to the ground conductor through the dielectric layers.
